First to adjourn for two hours to act on School District 
Meeting. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing — 
year. Also to choose one Selectman, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds, and one Library Trustee for the ensuing three years. 


2. To hear the Budget of the Town and to raise and 
appropriate any money recommended therein or to pass any 
vote relative thereto. 


3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. 


4. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the maintenance of Town highways 
and bridges for the ensuing year. 


5. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the removal of snow and care of Town 
winter roads for the ensuing year. 


6. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to insure Town property. 


7. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the use of Electric Lights. 


8. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the use of Orford Free Library, and for 
Orford Social Library. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to hire money in anticipation of Taxes. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to dispense with the 
distribution of inventory blanks until the Selectmen ap- 
praise the property. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to sell and convey any property acquired by tax deed. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Orford: 

It is indeed a pleasure to submit to you my first report 
as your superintendent of schools. Both the School Board 
and parents have been interested and anxious to produce 
good schools for Orford. 

Music and art instruction were introduced this year by 
Mrs. Horton. The program has been enthusiastically 
received by both pupils and teachers. That the work has 
been a success is evidenced by the fine programs and school 
work which the children have produced. 

This summer two rooms were renovated at the Orford- 
ville School. The appearance of both rooms was greatly 
improved by the introduction of pastel shades on the walls. 
New lighting fixtures were also placed in the rooms and 
new bulletin boards were placed around the room. The 
fence around the part of the yard adjacent to the highway 
was erected and is complete except for the painting which 
will be done in the spring. Special advice was obtained from 
heating engineers in regard to the heating situation at 
Orfordville and these recommendations were carried out. 
In spite of this the heat has not been entirely satisfactory 
and further efforts are being made to improve the situation. 

The most dangerous situation at the Orford Street School 
was the hazard created by old type and inadequate electric 
wiring. For this reason the repair money for Orford Street 
was primarily spent on this project which was a safety 
measure. 

The arrangement between Orford and Plymouth 
Teachers’ College calls for the payment to the Teachers’ 
College of the average state instructional cost as a tul- 
tion charge for each Orford pupil in attendance. As this 
fluctuates from year to year it is often difficult to deter- 
mine it in advance. In addition, if there are not more 
than seventy pupils in attendance at the High School, 
Orford must pay a “pro-rated” share of the note and 
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interest coming due each year on the High School addition. 
At present, because of the interpretation of the word “pro- 
rated,” Orford pays this amount in full. For some time now 
I have been consulting with the state officials involved in 
an attempt to have Plymouth Teachers’ College meet at 
least half of the expense of this note and interest. 


For many years it has been realized that the increasing 
costs of public education could not be met entirely by the 
tax on real estate. Because of this, various programs of state 
and federal aid have been considered. Orford has received 
each year for the last two years $6905.72 in state aid. If 
the recommendations of the State Board of Education are 
followed in the legislature, Orford will receive $8286.86 in 
each of the next two years. Bills are before Congress now 
which will supply both general aid and aid in the construc- 
tion of new buildings. 

It is both my opinion and that of many citizens and the 
school board that the high school is operated in a much 
improved manner under the able direction of Mr. Fulton 
and his assistants. However, they are limited in what they 
can do because of inadequate equipment, antiquated seating 
and dingy surroundings. Many had thought that Orford 
High School could not continue if Plymouth Teachers’ 
College ceased to supply teachers. Assuming that the build- 
ing and program are sufficiently improved to be attractive 
to tuition pupils, Orford could operate its own high school 
at about the same cost as incurred at the present time. 


The heart of any school system is its teachers. Orford is 
indeed fortunate, in times such as these, to have such a fine 
corps of elementary teachers who not only are capable 
teachers, but have a sincere interest in their individual 
pupils and are willing to put in long hours to assure these 
boys and girls of every opportunity for success. 

There is one point that I would like to have all parents 
assist us in improving and this is the problem of attend- 
ance. Often pupils are out of school to go hunting, to work, 
to visit friends, to go shopping or for similar unapproved 
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reasons. These interruptions of the pupil’s program break 
the continuity of the school work and cause marks to 
decline. When pupils are absent because of illness, the 
teachers make every possible effort to bridge the gap caused 
by this interruption but are quite reluctant to do so when 
pupils are absent for other reasons. 

From the evidence obtained in my own experience and 
that of other superintendents, I am quite certain that the 
school district can save a great deal by owning and operat- 
ing their own school buses. This is because all taxes on the 
purchase of the bus and gasoline are rebated to the school 
district. Also it costs nothing to register the school bus. 
Usually a school bus is purchased by placing certain 
amounts in capital reserve until enough is accumulated to 
meet the purchase price. 

In closing I should like to call attention to the excellent 
work done by the P.T.A. and their helpful attitude toward 
schools. Only by having very close relationships between 
the parents and teachers can we do the best work for the 
pupils. As always the only object of all our school endeavors 
is to produce better schools for boys and girls so that they 
can grow up to be better citizens capable of leading richer, 
fuller lives. I also want to express my sincere appreciation 
for the fine cooperation I have had from the School Board, 
parents, teachers and janitors.
